The invita- 
tion cannot remain open indefinitely, 
and if it is declined we iiinst take 
ineasuvea to support the just clainis of 
the Uillaiuiers." 

At the annual meeting to-day of the 
.Vssociated Chambers of Commerce of 
the United Kingdom, on motion of Sir 
Andrew Kayo liollitt, president, a re- 
solution was adojDted expressing the ap- 
preciation of the Associated Chambers 
of Conimerco at the friendly feeling dis- 
played by the Chamber of Commerce of 
New York, in recording their strong de- 
sire for a method auceptitble to both 
nations for eottliiig in a conciliatory 
spirit any diflerences which may arise. 
•Similar resohition.s were p:isaed ac- 
knowledging the lecoipl of a letterdated 
February 12 from the National Board of 
Trade, l'hiludel))hia. 

It is re])orted here that the British 
ambassador at Washington, Sir Julian 
ranncefote, will shortly come to London 
to discuss with the government certain 
features of the Venezuelan question. 

Mutinous conduct on the part of the 
Tliirteenth Hussars is reported from 
Dundalk. Cavalrymen are said to have 
hacked to pieces twenty-eight saddles 
and bridles. Several of tlie hussars 
have been arrested inconsequence of this 
demouHtration. 

A dispatch from Athens to the Times 
reports the renewal of the murders of 
Chrintiaiis in the Island of Crete and the 
existence of a panic there, owing to the 
lielief prevailing among the Cretan de- 
puties that the Turkish troops are wait- 
ing for the Christians fo retaliate for 
outrages, when they will seize the occa- 
sion to begin a general massacre of the 
Christians under the leadership of the 
military governor. On this account the 
deputies have invoked the protection of 
Greece. 

A Berlin despatch says that there is 
no foundation for the report circulated 
in the ITiiited Stales and Canada that 
Dr. Kaiser, director of the Colonial de- 
partment, has resigned. 

A special from Madrid says a Cuban 
reverse that may harm the insurgent 
cause more in its moral effect than in a 
tangible way has just been sustained in 
the province of Santa Spiritns, where 
Spanish forces have captured all of the 
archives of ihe insnrgent governnient. 

The Brazilian government has adopted 
measures to suppress monarchical in- 
trigncH.

TERRIBLE MISTAKE. 

Spmish Troops Fire Upon Each Other— A 
Court Martial in Default of Satis- 
factory Explanations. 

II.v.s-ANA, March 24. — Another terrible 
mistake, attended with loss of life and 
resulting in many soldiers being wound- 
ed, has taken place. In some manner 
unexplained two columns of Spanish 
troops opened fire upon each other at 
mid4ay. According to the few details 
received here, a column of troops com- 
manded by Gen. Godoy and Col. Hol- 
Euin, at Santa Rosa iilantation, near Ks- 
peranza, province of Santa Clara, 
mutually mistook each other for insur- 
gent forces, owing to the thickness of 
sugar cane, I'lacli detachment opened lire 
n()on the other, and for ten ininuteH shots 
were exchanged, resulting in the killing 
of 17 soldiers, among llieni btnng Lieut. - 
Colonel NiuMimayt^r of the Navas biit- 
lalioii. Li addition live otlicers and 8-1 
soldiers win-e wounded. Two of the 
latter have since died, and six others are 
mortally wounded, ;'2 serim:siy. Lieut. - 
Colonel Neunmayer died while leading 
his troops on shouting, " Long IJve 
Spain." Osving to the fact tliat the 
meeting betw^e!! the two columns took 
place at midday the oxiilanation fur- 
nished bj' the .Spanish commanders is 
considered unsatisfactory. A court mar- 
tial will follow.

HALF DESTROYED. 

A Considerable Part of the Town of Colon 
Reduced to Asbes. ' 

New Yobk, March 24.— The World 
has a special cable despatch from Colon, 

datoil JLirch 23, which says: "A terrific 
lire raged here for five hours anil burn- 
ed itself out at nine o'clock to-night. 
It destro}'ed tlie greater part of the com- 
mercial jiart of Colon, including .T. large 
number of tenement houses, every 
Chinese store and the hotels and govern- 
ment buildingB, including the prison 
and school, the markets and courts of 
justice. The Panama railroad property 
was saved, only a few cars being burned. 
There was much looting of property dur- 
ing the excitement of the fire. One life 
was lost and hundreds of people are left 
homeless. The Panama fire brigade 
came across tliO isthmns to assist in 
lighting the dames. Tlie damauo is 
roughly estimated at $500,000, tlie in- 
surance covering about a twentieth part 
of the loss. Business has beeii suspen- 
ded." •' ^ 

ITALY AND AFRICA.

Komi:, March 24.— The senate to-day 
took np the question of a credit for Af- 
rica, and during the debate a number of 
speakers declared that Italy could not 
accept peace after the battle of Adowah.

Messrs. T. H. K. and \V. \V. I!, .^fc-

on Sunday night at their residence on 
Newcastle townsite. Tlie former awoke 
al)OUt midnight eoiifieious of n strong 
smell of burning. On entering the back 
parlor he found a portiere curtain near 
the stove bhizing away. He tore it down 
and succeeded in extinguishing the 
flames with a heavy rug. Tlie carpet 
was also badly burnt and the piano 
scorched. 

A fatal accident took ^ilaco yesterday 
morning on tlie New ^ ancouver Coal 
Company's wharf, a Chinaman named 
loy being the victim. A large mass of 
coal bad fallen from one of the cars be- 
tween the latter and the platform. The 
Chinaman stooped to pick it up, and as 
he did Ro another Chinaman, unaware 
of liis position, started the cars, the con- 
se(|nence being that Loy was terribly 
cnished between the coal an.l the plat- 
foi-m. He sui-elinibeil lo bis injuries 
shortly afto'wanls.

WILHELM AND HDMBERT. 

The Kaiser Is Cordially Welcomed at Genoa 
on His Way to Meet the King. 

GE.M0A, March 24.— The Emperor Wil- 
liam and Empress Augusta arrived here 
this evening on their way lo Xa{)les. 
(i real political interest attaches to this 
visit to Italy of the (lennan Knijieror 
and it had been generally expected thai 
when he met King Humbert the 
Emperor l-'rnncis Joseph of Austria 
would be tho guest of the King of Italy. 
.•Vt the sanu? time it is as.siinied in all 
public disi'iiHsioiis of the visit that the 
subject of the conference between the 
three sovereigns, or, in tlie absence of 
the .Austrian Kiiiperor, between the 
two, will be the relations between tlio 
three countries of the Drcilniiiil. 
The resnltsi of the recent visit of Count 
Golucliowski, the .\ustro-Huiigarian 
premier, to lierlin were all in favor of 
tlie Dreibuiiil. The work bei,'un there, 
it is exiiocted, will he coniiiloteil during 
the Emperor Williuiii's stav, though it 
is freely surmised that the German lOin- 
peror desires some modifications in ;h<^ 
triple bond which will leave him freer 
to place Germany in accord with Russia 
in the far JCast. 

The illustrious ptiir wore received here 
with every manifestation of courtesy and 
hosiiitality. The streets were throiigeil 
with great crowds of ]ieo])le, ail 
eager to catch a L'linipse of the 
(ierman royalties, and all cheering 
lo gi\e them a hearty welcome. The 
town was "ay with bunting. Hags Hying 
on all sides. The Duke of Ueiioa, brother 
of the tiiieen, was entrusted with the 
Inty of welcoming the visitors, ami he 
met them al the railroad station. The 
Ivi.peror greeted him cordially and His 
Koyal Highness kissed the hand of tho 
Eni press Augi;ista. 

Asa part of the ceremony of -welcome 
the Duke then presented the municipal 
authorities of Genoa to the Imperial 
pair, who listened to the .iddresse.s pre- 
s.iuited to them and then inoceeded to 
the debarking i[uiiy, the Duki^ot (ionoa 
escorting the K^inpress anil the iMiijiernr 
William following with bis soils. The 
Duke bade fare well to the party as tliey 
proceeded on board the Imperial 
yacht 1 loluinzoUern, which wa.s in \vait- 
ing, amid the clicers of the ciowd on the 
quay. The Kiiipcror William in the un- 
dress unifdriii of an admiriil took his 
place on the bridge of his yacht, and 
stood bowing to all sideB as the ynclit 
started, airiid tho booming of salutes 
and cheers of the onlookers. The Em- 
peror cried in Italian, " Live the King!"

The men 
were crowded into poor bunks and 
the only light furnished for the 
entire camp . at night was 
that obtained from two lanteruE — pre- 
sumably all hands were supposed to go 
to bed at dusk. He was among tlie em- 
ployes at the lalce who came into town 
each Sunday, but no allowance was over 
made in the board bill in coiisi'i|iieuce. 
lie vwis, too, one of those who bad com- 
plained of the coarseness disjihiyed and 
the profanity used by the bosses toward 
their men. 

Harvey Wonder had worked Un- eii^lit 
weeks at the lake, live weekaasa laborer 
and three as foreman, the wiif^e jiaid 
when he was lirst enir^ii;zeil bein^r ij^-.-o 
for the workini; day of ten hours, nr if'J 
for nine hours. Later on the rate for 
laborers was increased to 25 cents per 
hoar. Daring his first engagement the 
board supplied was all right— good 
enough for any man — but afterwards it 
was far from satisfactory. The men em- 
ployed while he was at the lake were 
about equally divided as to resilience; 
not more tlian half were Victorians, and 
as a matter of fact he did not think the 
su[)erinten(lent of the works, Mr. Mur- 
ray, was himself a resident, lie bad 
hetird the men sworn at frei|uently. 
Superintendent Murray usin;: laniruane 
to them which " he certainly ncvei- 
learned in Sunday school." It wtts on 
this account that be bad thrown up the 
job. The men from town who clid imt 
board at the hike had jilenty of time to 
put in nine bour.s a day, so that the con- 
tractors could raise lio objection on that 
score. He himself had on engagement 
been told by Mr. Walltely that boarding 
with the contractors was a condition to 
engagement. 

James Patterson gave evidence of hav- 
ing been accepted as a laborer at 22)^ 
cents per hour, this being in January, 
when he worlced a short time at the 
lako. He believed this was then the 
ruling wage. No condition was made of 
liis l)oarding at the company's boarding 
liouse.

THE EXPEDITION TO 

THE SOUDAN. 

The army in Egypt has .a long and a 
wearisome journey to make. Its objec- 
tive point, Dongola, is 1,030 miles from 
Cairo by the river. But it is not, pro- 
posed to travel the whole distance by 
watei . The niivij^utioii of the Nile ia in 
many places mo.'it dillicult and in others 
impossible. Everyone haa heard of the 
"cataracts" of the Nile. To take an 
army, with all its impedimenta, upthoae 
cataracta would, we think, be next to 
impossible. There is a railway from Cairo 



toGirgh, ;M0 miles. From thereto Wady 

Malfa, near the frontier, the navigation of i ioiK'us of civilization 
the river is unobstructed. After the army 
leaves Wady Haifa it will be in the ene- 
my's country, and besides, the navigation 
of the river is moat difllcult. Between 
that city and Isakarmatta, a distance of 

109 miles, is the worst part; five serious i each other by stretel 



long time to reach us. A revival of bus- 
iness in the ICust does not neceaaarily 
mean a revival lioi e, because we are so 
far from the centres of trade that they 
can get along without us, altliough we 
are absolutely in neeil of them. In such 
a condition of iiflairH, lo what industry 
shall we look for asHibt:iiicii? Money 
we must have. The farmer must have a 
market. The merchant must, have cash 
ill return for his wares^. If lines of 
credit are suddenly withdrawn from 
both consumer and producer it is money 
alone that will revive the demand of 
the one and renew the supply of the 
other. At this juncture, then, at the 
very climax of such a period of stcgno- 
tion in buainesa and buaineaa enter- 
prises, to whom shall wo look for relief?" 

The creation of a new industry in this 
part of the continent, the products of 
which ate always in demand and from 
which quick returns can invariably be 
had whether the times are good or bad, 
must be of incalculable advantage to its 
inhabitants and to all who are in busi- 
ness connected with them. Mining for 
the precious metals, when the circum- 
stances are favorable, ia such an indus- 
try. The eflecta of success in it are im- 
mediate and appear almost miraculous. 
Witness the wonderful changes that 
gold mining has effected in- our 
own day in South Africa. It has 
peopled a wilderneas and raised 
cities in it possessing all the conveii- 
iluiost as if by 
magic. It liiis ciiused railways to be 
constructed where railways only a few 
years before were not so much as thought 
ot and it connected by telegraph lines 
sections of the continent Hei)aratod from 
■oiintrv tliat

THE LIFE OF J'ARLfAMENT. 

It has been decided that the term of 
the present Parliament expires on the 
2-ith of ne.xt inoiitli. This is the safer 
as well as the more reasonable conclu- 
sion. The writs of the present House, 
except that of Algoma, were returnable 
on the 26th of April, 1891. According to 
■ this Parliament must die by the efflux of 
time on the i'uth of April, 1890. Tlie 
only doubt was whether the Ilonse 
could have been said to be complete un- 
til the return of tlie writ of the Algoma 
member, which was on the 3rfl of June. 
There were those who argued that it was 
not, and that the five years of the 
House's existence could not terminate 
until the complete term of live 
years after the return of the 
last writ had expired. Precedents 
were cited to prove that the Government 
of Ontario had refused to acknowledge 
the demise of the Legislative Assembly 
until four years after the return of the 
writ for Algoma, which at that election 
was not until three months after all the 
other returns were in. Tills is what the 
Mail and Emiiire has to say on the sub- 
ject : 

There is. however, a case which lend.s 
Color to the assumiHioii tliitt the Hoiise 
can continue to sit until early in ,Jurie. 
This case arose in (_)nt;irio. Under tlio 
constitution, the Provincial L'-'gislature 
ia elected for four years, and no longer. 
The limit setfor theAssembly by theBrit- 
ish North America Act is "in the same 
language as that set for the Federal Par- 
liament, with thia difference: that Par- 
liament lives for five years while the 
Legislature lives for four. Sir Oliver 
Mowat dissolved the Legialatiire in De- 
cember, 1S7I, and the writs were re- 
turnable late in .laimary, bS75. Mr. 
JOdgar's interpretation of the law would 
have necessitated a prorogation of the 
Assembly four years after the return of 
the writ?, namely, in .laiiuary, l.STi). 
Sir Oliver Mowat, however, took 
the ground that the Legislature 
was not complete in .lanuary, l.STi), 
and that the writs were not really in 
until that for Algoma, which was de- 
layed till April, had been relurncii. 
Holding this view, he kept the Legisla- 
ture in aeaaion until March 11,1879, or 
for two months'heyoud the strict limit, 
and disaolved on April 25, 1879. That 
Assembly lived for four years and three 
months. Sir Oliver maintaining that the 
npiiarent extension was constitutiomtl 
ami right. Sir Oliver, it seems, was 
.supported by precedenls derived (rcjlii 
the practice in Old Canada, liefore tlie 
union, the elections talc in^' place at ilif- 
iiTcnl times, it was iilsvays consideri'd 
that Parliament was iiotcoiii|)leted until 
the last contest had been held. 

This point is a nice one, but it, is one 
that, under the cii-curastancea, is hardly 
worth contending for. Besides, tho.^^e 
who maintained that the present Ilou.se 
of Commons necessarily dies on the '_'.")lh 
of April, arirued that il the House was 
sullicieiitly complete to meet and do 
business before the return of the writ of 
the member for Algoma, it was not, 
necessary to wait until five years after 
the date of the return of that writ for 
the expiration of the term ot five years. 
Parliament met on the 29th of April, 
1891. If the contention that the House 
is not complete until all its members are 
duly elected, then the buainosa done at 
the. first Hfrinion of Parliament from the 
, 29th of April until the 3rd of June was 
illegal. There appears to be some force 
in thia argument. However, proroguing 
Parliament on the 21th of April puts an 
end to all uncertainty in the matter. 

WHAT THE NAVY COSTS. 

The aums which Great Britain has 
spent and proposes to apend on her navy 
between the yeara 1889 and 1899 are 
literally immense. Under the'Naval Do- 
fence Act $117,000,000 was expended, in- 
termediate programiAo $25,000,00, and 
now under execution $145,000,000, mak- 
ing for the ten years the immense sum of 
•$276,000,000.i •. ■This , money haa been, 
cheerfully paid by the British people,

cataracts are a aeriea of rapids and 
rocks. The New York Herald saya that 
tlio famous firm of Cook & Son has con- 
tracted to convey the expedition over 
the most difflciiltpartof the route. That 
firm, it says, in 1884 conveyed the Gor- 
don relief exjiedition to the second catar- 
act of the Nile. Tlie distance from 
NVady Haifa to Dongola is 1250 miles. 
Part of the expedition will inarch along 
the Nile, while the otlier part will en- 
deavor to proceed in light draught steam- 
ers up the river, which it is said is so 
low in many places that camel transport 
must be largely used. In 1884 a corpa of 
Canadian voyageurs were sent to Egy|)t 
to assist in the ascent of the Nile. The 
army had a very hard time of it, for the 
heat ia, at times, almost intolerable. 
The strength of the Egyptian contin- 
gent is 12,000. The Herald's telegram, 
on what authority it does not mention, 
says ; 

Crave fears are entertained of the 
fighting quiditicH of the ICgyptian army, 
and the expedition will prove a severe 
test of its courage. Field .Marshal Lord 
Wolseley and General Kitchener do not 
seem to place much trust in the Egyp- 
tian troops. It is not expected tliat the 
Dervishes will make a stand at El Or- 
deh, but, in ease of fighting, the Krit- 
isli troops will be ready to support the 
Egyptians. With a view to giving this 
support a railway will be constructed 
for one hundred miles southward from 
Wady Haifa, and river steamers, armed 
with gniia, will he stationed between the 
point where the railway will terminate 
and El Onicli. The Nile at this part of 
its coarse is navigiil)le for light draught 
steamers lor the greater part of the 
year. 

It will he seen that the undertaking is 

a formidable one even if there is very 
little lighting. But the probabilities are 
that the Dervishes will vigorously op- 
pose tlie advance of the invading force 
and tliac it will taki: tlio British all suni- 
nier to get to Dongola.

SUPREME COURT ACT. 

Some Interesting Ainendments Asked From 
the Legislature by the Attorney- 
General. 

Tbe bill to amend the "Supreme 
court act," introduced by Hon. J). M. 
Kberts, and read a lirst time yesterday 
afternoon, provides amongst other 
things as folhjws : 

2. When, in any cause, matter or 
other proceeding, ihe constitutional val- 
idity of any act of ])arliament of Canada 
(;r ol the legishunre of Hritisli Columbia 
comes into (piestion the same shall not 
be adjudicated to be invalid until after 
iiiiticu thereof has been served upon tbe 
.M inister of Justice or tbe Attorney-(.len- 
eral of British Oolurahiia, or at their 
ollices respectively. • • . • Upon 
every such (piestion the s.^id ilinistcr of 
Justice and t he said A ltorney-( ienei al 
shall be entitled as of right lo lie beard, 
either in pei-sou nr liy cuunsel, uutwilh- 
standing that the crou'ii is not a partv 
to the action or pioceeiling. 

TIk! l/iiMiliuiant-* lovernor ina,y, 
from time to time, ajipidnt an account- 
ant of tlie .'-^uprenje court of Uritish CJnI- 
unibia, who shall be an ollicor of the 
Supreme c:ijnrt and attached thereto, 
and who shal 1 have charge of all funds 
])aid into einirt, or the duties of such ac- 
countant may be assigned lo any other 
otiicer in the public service. 

■t. .Money Ui be paid into the .SiipriMne 
court sliall be jjaid into some ineorjior- 
ated bank, to be designated liy the 
Lieu ten an t-Govi'rnor-in- Council. 

5. All moneys paid into court shall bo 
accounted for as jiart of the revenue of 
the province. 

(i. All moneys to bo paid into court, 
and all balances for principal to the 
credit of any matter, suit or jiroceed- 
ing, shall draw interest at the rate of 8 
per centum per annum from the lirst 
day of the third month after payment 
into court up till the first day of the 
monthj during which such moneys shall 
be paid out, and no interest .shall be 
pai(l in respect of fractions of a month.

R. Crock- 
er's Atncricus, which was scratched. He 
was quoted 33 to 1 in betting, and evi- 
dently the owner shared the opinion of 
his English critics that he had no show 
against the cracks of Britain. Un- 
scratched foreign entries were Prince 
Soltykoff'o Spurr Royal, M. Destalary's 
Vigoreaux, and the Heiress Lesterlin en- 
tered by Mr. Smithwick. yU. Bassett's 
Clorane carried top weight, I DO. Al- 
tliongli the Linconsbire always brings 
out a cracking field none better ever 
went to post than was sent to-tlay. The 
keenest interest was excited by the con- 
test and betting was heavier than usual.

Dilllciilty Experiuiict'd by Dr. Daw- 
son's Dopai'tiueut in Keep iig 
Pace With. Western Mining. 

Vuliiiible Contributions of l^o-isils 
From Tliis Province— Mr. Har- 
voy's Services Acknowledged. 



Ih the Bynopsis of field work contained 
in the annual report of the geological 
survey department for 1806, Dr. George 
M. Dawson, the deputy liead ami direct- 
or of the depiirtiiient, notes that tlie 
work done in British Coiumbia during 
last year was confined to but two seo- 
tiona of this important province, the re- 
raults being, therefore, insuflicient to in- 
dicate the great general development in 
mining that is here in progress. The re- 
port continues that "the facta detailed 
by Mr. MuConnell, however, show the 
wonderful expansion of inininsr enter- 
prises taking place in the West Kootenay 
district and the ex ent and riclinesa of 
the deposits carrying silver and gold 
there. One of the moat notaljle points 
brought out is the occurrence, lately as- 
certained, of ores of exceptional value in 
parts of the granitic area, which has 
heretofore been almost disregarded l)y 
the miners. Most of the facta relating 
to the struuturul geology and' actual sur- 
vey of the district, are reserved for a de- 
tailed report and map, for which much 
further work is still needed. Ten years 
ago this district was a! most an untrodden 
wilderness, hut it is ditlicidt now.witht he 
nioiuis at the dis))osal o[ the geological 
survey, to Ueej) pace with the riuirch of 
discovery. ]\lr. M<'I<;vi)y's work in the 
Sluiawap region lias l)een given princi- 
pally to obtaining additional data for the 
map, now approaching completion. The 
recent discovery of a large deposit of 
gypsum in this region is noteworthy, as 
biiing the first of the kind found in 
British Columbia." 

With Dr. Dawson's review of the year 
Mr. \Vhiteaves submits his speirial re- 
port on palieontology and zooloiry, in 
wliich the following jjaragrapliH are 
found : 

" Ten boxes of fossils from the creta- 
ceous rocks of Hornby, Benman and 
Vancouver islands, have been received 
from Mr. Walter Marvoy, of Coinox, B. 
G., and one box of fossils from 
the Comox river, B. C, from 
Mr. ,J. B. Bennett of Comox. 
These have been critically examined 
and most of the species determined. 
They throw much new light on the fauna 
of these rooka, and give some 
new and important information 
which it is intended to utilize in 
tiio preparation of the fourth and 
concluding part of the first vohiiiie of 
' Mesozoic l''ossila.' In the meantime, 
a paper entitled ' Notes on some Fossils 
from the Cretaceous Rocks of British 
Colnmbi^i with descriptions of two 
species that appear to be new,' has been 
published in the April number of the 
' Canadian Record of Science.' This 
paper consists of a preliminary descrip 
tion, with such modilii^ations as may be 
ne(;essary and with illustrations, in the 
' Mesozoic Eossils,' of some of the most 
interestuig specimens in Mr. Harvey'a 
collections. These specimens he has 
generously presented to the niuaeiim 
No short-tailed decapod crustaceans or 
fossil crabs had previously been record- 
ed as occurring in the cretaceous rocks 
of the Dominion, hut in the collections 
of fossils made by Mr. Harvey in 1891- 
93 at Ifornby islandand the Coinox river, 
there are several specimens of three 
species. Specimens of each of these, 
and of an additional species of fossil 
crab from the cretaceous rocks of the 
Queen Charlotte islands, were sent to 
Dr. Henry Woodward, F.E.S,, presi- 
dent of the Royal Geological Society of 
London and an authority on fossil criis- 
tacea,— who exhibited them at the 
meeting of the liritish Association at 
Ipswich last September, and read a pa 
per upon them, in which all four were 
•described as new to science. 

" In September, also, Dr. C. V. New 
combe; of Victoria, B.C., visited the 
Queen Charlotte islands and collected a 
fine series of the fossils of the cretace- 
ous rocks at Skidegato and Cuniahewa 
inlets, which ho haa kindly promised to 
eend to the writer tor examination. So 
far, four conaignnients of these fossils 
have been received and most of the spe- 
cies therein have been determined. Dr 
Nowcombe has also sent, during the 
year, some additional species of fos.slls 
from' Hornby and the Sucia islands. The 
whole of these specimens will lie luost 
useful in enabling tlie writer to com 
plote a revision of tlii^ fossil faunie of the 
cretaceous rocks of tin; (iueen Charlotte 
and Vancouver islaiiils. 

" In zoology, a ]i:i|ier enlitleil 'Addi- 
tional notes "on n-cent C;iiiudian uii- 
ionidie ' was published in the April 
number of the Canadian i;(!c(inl of 
Science, and another, a "Note on tlie 
occurrerce of primnoa reseda on tin- 
coastof British t'oiuniliin,' w:is read at 
the last raeetinj: of the Uoyal Soeiei y ui 
Canada, ami hiia sincu been jjuhlishcd in 
its transactions. A small series of recent 
marine shells from Alert Bay, R. C, has 
been iKinii'd for Air. Harvey, in return 
for favors received, and specimens of So 
iiauieil species of duplicate shells, mostly 
from the \'an(!ouvor district, have been 
.sent to Mr. Herbert II. Smith in ex- 
change for specimens received last year."

Second Session of tlie Seventh Parliament. 

THIRTY-SEYENTtl DAY. 

■.T'oesoay; March 2-1, is0(5. 
The Spealcer'tobk the chair at 2 p.m. 
Prayers by Rev. J. H. S. Sweet. 
ePetitions presented by Mr. Kogeru for 
permission to present petitions lor pi'i- 
vate bills for tlie incorporation of cotu- 
panics to consolidi'.te certain mining 
leases on Lightning and Antler creeks, 
were re-erred to the private bills com- 
mittee, the standing orders having been 
suspended. 

AGBI0UIj1?tmB IN BCHOOIjS, 

Mr. Forbter moved : " Whereas it ia 
in the interest of the province in general 
and of the rural .districts in particular, 
that our agricultural population should 
be fitted as thoroughly as possible to 
carry on agriculture according to B<!'en- 
tific methods: Therefore, be it resolved, 
That this house ask the Ministerof lidu. 
cation to so arrange the curriciduin of 
the rural schools as to give practieal in- 
struction in agricultural facts and prhi- 
ciples." The mover said ho tbougb.t a 
goofl deal could be done without adding 
anything to the cost of the schoolSi by 
providing proper reading uiattcr, aiul by 
instruction in botany and the treatuiont 
of plants; the nature of diseases of farm 
animals; the properties of the foods 
grown on the farms ; the value of fertilis- 
ers, etc. He thought such education 
might very well displace much of the 
useless matter now taught to the child- 
ren. 

Hon. Col. Baker said he wag glad 
that this matter had been brought up, 
as during the past two months he bad. 
bi^en in correspondence with Prof. Bob- 
erts(m with a view to bavins; that geiitle- 
nian tlraw up a simj)le book on agri- 
culture for use in the schools. 

Ma.ioh MuTTKi: expressed pleasure at 
hearing this iin|)ortant aniiouiieeinent 
from the Alinister of lulucation. 

Mit. Boom pointed out that one of the 
first necessities in this connection would 
he to provide for the instruction oi Hie 
teacliers. 

Mil. Kki.i.ik urged that the chiKircn in 
mining communities stiould be ta"Sht 
something that would fit them for pros 
pecting. 

Mu. Adams heartily supported the 
suggestion that botany should bo taOE;ht 
in the schools; and he hoped that man 
ual training, as recommended by Lady 
Aberdeen when recently in this proy. 
iuce, would also be taken up. 

Ho.N. Cor.. Bakhi! stated that an ex- 
periment in manual training is about to 
be tried in Victoria, not l)y the ])ublie 
schools as that would not be praeticaiile 
jusc now,;but by the A'oiuif> Men's Chris 
tian Association. He trusted that it 
would Buccc!ed here and spread to other 
cities in the province. 

Resolution agreed to. 

The house again went into couiniiHee 
on the assessment bill, Mr. Hunter in 
the chair. Reported complete with 
amendments. 

The bouse again went into couiniitlee 
on the bill " relating to gold and othe,- 
minerals excoi)tiiig coal." The follow- 
ing section, it was explained, had been 
inserted by the mining committee with 
a view to put a atop to claim jumping : 

L'8. t'pon any disi)ute as to the title to 
any mineral elaiiu no irregularity liappt-'ii- 
ing iireviiius to the date ol'tlu^ record of the 
last eertilicate of work shall allcct the titU. 
thereto, anil it shall he assumed that up to 
that date ihe title to .such claim Uas per- 
fect, except upon suit hy tne Attoruoy- 
(ieiieral based upon I'raiKl. 

The section stood over while Air. 
Ilelmeken prepared an amendment to 
provide against interference with exist- 
ing litigation. The greater part of the 
bill having been adopted the committee 
rose and reported ])rogre8a. 

Hon. Coi.. li.vK-i!!! moved the second 
reading of the bill to amend the placer 
mining aet, re<:onimen(led by the miniiijr 
conunittoe. Read a second time. 

Hon. Coi.. B.vKHit moved the second 
reading of the bureau of mines bill, 
provitling for a trivial alteration respect- 
ing the examination of.assayers. Read a 
second time. 

llos. Coi.. Bakku moved the second 
reading of the bill to amend the act re- 
lating to insane asylums. He said tldg 
liad been very carefully prepared by Dr. 
Bodingtoii, the superintendent of the 
provincial asylum , based upon the hiw 
in iMiglaiid and elsewhere. 

Dii. WAi.Kini declared that the bin 
contained provisions giving to the super- 
inte'ndent powers which shouhl not be; 
conferred on him ; and he was opposed 
to the provision iiuide for the granting 
of authority to establish iirivatc asylinu.s, 
which in committee,' he would move 
should be struck out. 

Bill read a second time 

The report from committee of the 
whole on the Columbia & Western rail- 
way conii)any bill was adopted with 
amendments.

Hallway and f.ight Company, the estimat- 
ed expenditure of said conipmiy in eounee- 
tion with proposed new works an'l itn- 
provemeuts to the present undertakiug be- 
ing in the neighborhood of .fSOD.lXJO, 

The Hcction was adopted and the coin- 
mi ttee rose and reported progress. 

Hon. Mh. Miiuutk introduced bills

The house adjourned at 6 :-l5 p. iii.

TOM BROWN'S SCHOOL DAYS." 

The Distinguished Author Takes His Last 
Long Holiday— The Basis of His " ■ ' 
Character. 

Lo.snoN, Jilarch 23. — Thomas Hughes 
is dead. Thoinaa liugbua was born at 
Ufhngton, Ilerkshiio, England, October 
^Q, 1823. In 1830 ho was sent to .school 
nt Twyford, near Winchester, nnd at the 
end of the year 1833 he was feirioved to 
liugliy, where he studied under Dr. Ar- 
nold. Thence bo iiroeceded to Oriel 
ollegc, Oxford, where he look his D.A. 
degree in 1846. Previous to this he 
turned his attention to practical prob- 
lems, and when he left Oxford ho was an 
advanced Liberal. He was called to the 
harat Lincoln's Inn, in January, 1818. lie 
was one of the members of parliament 
for Lambeth from 1805 to 1808, when he 
was rctm ned from the borough of Frome, 
which he continued to represeiiit till 
January, 1874. J>tr. Hughes was ap- 
pointed a Queen's Counsel in 18(59, and 
in the following year he made a tour in 
the United States, lecturing in the prin- 
cipal cities. On October 5, 1880, Mr. 
Hughes formally opened Kugby colony 
at liugby, Tenn., and became its supci'- 
inteiideut. Mrs. llugbes' mother made 
her home at Rugby, and Mr. Hughes 
spent his annual vacati(jn . there. The 
colonists were football players and col- 
lege athletes, unfitted for industrial toil, 
and the colony was a failure. In Jiil> , 
1SS2, lie WHS aiHioiiited judgi. of llie 
county cii emit court No. i), Kngluiul. 

Mr. II ughes among other works wns 
the author of "Tom Brown's School 
Days, uy an (lid Boy ," whicli has passed 
through many editions; "The .Scouring 
of the White "Horse," "Tom Brown at 
Oxford," " Religio Laici," being the 
lirst of a series of " Tracts for Priests 
and People," and afterward reprinted as 
"A Layman's Faith," "The Caliae of 
Freedom; Which is the Champion in 
America, the North or the South?" 
" Alfred Ihe tireat," a prefatory memoir 
to Charles Kingsley's "Alton Locke." 
His first story, " Tmu Brown's .School 
Days," publiabcd in 185(5, gave him 
imiuediate fame. It is an admirable 
incture of life in the great iMiglish pub- 
lic schools, and an affeetioiiate tribute of 
the author to the memory of his own in- 
structor, the groat Thomas .Arnold, of 
Rugby. Mr. Hughes continued his 
story in " Tom Brown at Oxford," pub- 
lished in 1801, but this, though well 
done, was less successful. He always 
took great interest in movements for the 
improvement of the working elasscs, and 
was principal of the Workingmen's col- 
lego in London, in which instruction is 
given in the evenings. 

I'ho basis of Mr. Hughes' character', 
inanife'st in all hia acts and Writings, was 
a profound belief in Christ and an earn- 
esl endeavor to apply Christ's teachings 
in every-day life. Ho inibliahed in en- 
fonx'inent of his views the famous 
" .Manliness of Christ." While a mem- 
ber of parliament he sujinorted the bills 
for the discstablisbinent of the Irish 
churidi, and ior secularizing the universi- 
ties, aiiolisliing tests, and admitting dis- 
senters to fellowship in Oxford and 
Cambridge. He had the British robust 
figure and the British red, round face 
and small eyes — in fact, he bore an ex- 
cessively jolly appearance. Mr. Hughes 
was an ardent co-operator, and after a 
heavy day's work in court thought 
nothing of travelling some thirty or forty 
miles into tlie heart of Lancashire toad- 
dress a co-operative meeting, lie was a 
very quiet speaki^- am! agcneral favorite 
with his audience.
